FOR SHIPS. 


Efforts Looking to 
a New Bill. 


The President Believes 
in the Principle. 


Attention Should Be Given 
Chiefly to the Pacific. 


Mexican Oranges Controlled by 
St. Louis Firm—lInspector- 
General's Report.

ASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—{Exclu- 
Wee. Dispatch.] The President 
has had a number of conferences 
lately about the Ship Subsidy Bill. He 
had one today. This one was with 
Representative Jones of Washington, 
and Henry W.. Peabody of Boston. 
Representative Jones, acting with Rep- 
resentatives Stevens of Minnesota and 
Miner of Wisconsin, is preparing a 
subsidy bill which it is intended to 
have introduced in the House soon 
after Congress meets, provided, of 
course, that Senator Frye, who is get- 
ting up a new bill, does not bring for- 
ward one that meets the objections of 
men opposed to the last Frye bill. Mr. 
Peabody opposed the Frye bill most 
vigorously, but he and the men whom 
he represents are said to be willing to 
support a bill of a different character. 
It appears’ from what the President 
has lately said, that he, too, opposed 
the subsidy principles laid down in the 
last Frye bill, but is in favor of a dit- 
ferent sort of shipping subsidy act. The 
great objection to the old bil} was that 
it gave too much of the total subsidy 
‘to the fast steamers today running 
back and forth across the Atlantic, and 
too little money to. existing and pro- 
jected steamship’ lines across the Pa- 
cific for carfging.cargoes to the Far 
E The 
he favors a bill that will develop the 
commerce of the Pacific, so that the 
stupendous produce of the Pacific 
Coast and the northwestern country 
may have new markets opened to it. 
Hie thinks there already are about 
enough steamships on the Atlantic. 
The bill which Representative Jones 
is helping to prepare will contain two 
important provisions. One will be the 
payment of a subsidy for the cargo 
carried, instead of for voyages made, 
and the other provision will be for 
speed on mail vessels. The first pro- 
vision, Representative Jones thinks, 
will result in building, on both the At- 
lantio and Pacific, 
steamers, moderate as to speed, but 
of great carrying capacity. The second 
provision would be limited in opera- 
tions to steamers running between 
points to-and from which the govern- 
ment desired rapid niail communica- 
tion.

MEXICAN ORANGE EXPORTS. 


CONTROLLED AT 8ST. LOUIS. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct.- 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The Bureau of American 
Republics announces that almost the 
entire crop ef Mexican oranges avall- 
able for export will be controlled by a 
firm in St. Louis. The deal was con- 
summated in September whereby the 
entire La Barca supply could be mar- 


keted by the business house in ques-. 


tion. | 

The crop of fruit this year should 
be a fine one, and will aggregate about 
four hundred and fifty carloads. The 
season commenced about October 1, and 
will last. about sixty days, or until 
the Florida crop takes the place of the 
Mexican product in the United States. 
The bulk of the Mexican crop of 
oranges is raised at Antotonilic, and 
there packed in boxes and carried 
down the mountain on burros. These 
boxes will all have to be shipped into 
Mexico from tbe United States, as 
there are no facilities for manufac- 
turing boxes there. Besides, by so do- 
ing the payment of extra duty on the 
box, which would be necessary if Mex- 
ican wood were used, is avoided. The 
freight and duty on a car of oranges 
amounts to nearly $550. | 

St. Louts will be the shipping point 
for all Mexican oranges going to the 
markets in the northern and eastern 
parts of the United States, but for the 
western markets the fruit will be di- 
verted direct from El Paso, Tex., where 
it is brourht across the border. —

SURPLUS FOR OCTOBER. 


UNCLE SAM'S ACCOUNTS. 
(B¥*THR NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

WASHINGTON, October’ 31.—The 
monthly statements of the govern- 
ment’s receipts and expenditures to be 
issued tomorrow will show that for the 
month of October, 1901, the total re- 
ceipts were $49,831,952, and the expendi- 
tures $40,645,833, which leaves a surplus 
for the month of $9,156,119. Tie: re- 
ceipts were nearly $2,000,000 less than 
for October, 1900, and the expenditures 
nearly $7,200,000 less. The receipts from 
the several sources of revenue are given 
as follows: Customs, $23,415.570, an in- 
crease over October, 1900, of nearly $3,- 
000,000; internal revenue, $23,511,449, a 
decrease of $4,100,000: miscellaneous, 
$2,492,372; decrease, $477,000. The ex- 
penditures on account of the War De- 

tment were $9,543,470: decrease, $5,- 
700,000; on account of the navy, $6,124,- 
279; increase, $1,500,000. 

For the four months of the present 
fiscal year the total receipts were $191,- 
980,841, a decrease of from 
those of the corresponding period last 
year. The expenditures aggregated 
$164,619,.675, a decrease of $27,000,000, as 
compared with the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1900.

prices to yield the government interest, 
as follows:

A high Turkish official this morning 
informed a representative of the Asso- 
clated Press that the Turkish resist- 
ance of any claims would be based upon 
the contentions: 

First—That Miss Stone, although 
warned of the dangers of the road, 
persisted in traveling. 

Second—That she did not notify the 
authorities of her intention in order to 
obtain an escort, which precaution 
even the foreign consuls always take 
when traveling in such outlying, inse- 
cure districts of the empire, and third, 
that the brigands who kidnaged Miss 
Stone and her companion were Bulga- 
rians; that the coup was planned in 
Bulgaria, and that a sanctuary was 
found in Bulgarian territory. 

BRIGANDS: BECOME ANXIOUS,

NARCHIST JAFFEI 
TRYING TO COME. 


INTERESTING TEST CASE IS EX- 
PECTED. 


The Man’s Record is in the Hands 
of the Treasury Department and it 
Brands Him a Rabid Promoter of 
Anarchy. | 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An interesting test case, in- 
volving the attitude of the United 
States immigration authorities toward 
anarchists is expected to come before 
the treasury officials for action in the 
next few days. 

_ Advices received by the State Depart- 
ment from the American Ambassador 
at Foome were sent to Secretary Gage, 
warning the authorities here of the de- 
parture of Jaffei, a notorious Italian 
anarchist, presumably for America. 
Jaffei was once a member of a mili- 
tary organization assigned to guard 
the customhouse in Rome. While in 
this service, it is said, he was a rabid 
promoter of anarchy. He deserted a 
short time ago and took refuge in 
Switzerland. 

His extradition from that country 
was secured by the Italian government 
for alleged complicity in the murder of 
King Humbert. He was accused of 
communicating with’ Bresci, the New 
Jersey anarchist, im connection with 
the assassination of the Italian mon- 
arch. Jaffei was exonerated of this 
charge, but was ordered to be omen 
from Italy. 

The communication from the heute 
sador at Rome reports that Jaffei left 
Milan, September 7, for Antwerp, in- 
tending to sail for the United States. 
An effort is being made by the em- 
bassy to secure a full description of 
Jaffei, which will be sent to the immi- 
gration officials to ald them in estab- 
lishing his identity in case he signs an 
assumed name to his papers at Ant- 
werp. 

In view of the precautions taken to 
bar the doors of American ports 
against this anarchist immigrant, his 
chances to smuggle past the inspectors 
are regarded as remote. Authorities 
here have already considered the 
question of his right to enter under 
existing laws, and notwithstanding the 
unanimous opinion held at the Treas- 
ury Department that anarchists are 
undesirabie, the officials confess that 
the immigration laws do not restrict 
their admission, but Assistant Secre- 
tary Taylor, who ha® jurisdiction over 
all immigration matters, frankly an- 
nounces his intention to rule arbitrar- 
ily in case of any appeals which may 
be made to him praying for the admis- 
sion of anarchists, 

It is said today that western courts 
have upheld the department’s action 
in refusing to Chinamen the right to 
pass through the United States in 
transit by ruling that a determination 
of immigrants’ fitness is left in a broad 
sense to the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. He says further that 
he will rule that every anarchist is 
likely to become a pauper. 


EXICAN SOLDIERS 
FIGHT WITH INDIANS. 


YAQUIS HAD BEEN BOLD IN DEPRE- 
DATIONS. 


Ranchers Were in a State of Terror— 

Troops Surprised Indians in a Canyon 
and Bitter Fight Followed—Troops in 
Pursuit. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.) 

TUCSON, Oct. 31.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} DispatcYes from Guaymas, re- 
ceived here today, announce that a 
terrible battle between Yaqui Indians, 
and Mexican cavalry occurred near 
Guaymas yesterday. It seems that the 
Yaquis have beén very bold during the 
past week, and came close to Guaymas, 
attacking the small settlements and 
destroying the pomes of many ranch- 
ers. A large number of settlers had 
left their homes and gone to Guaymas 
for protection, and the situation was 
regarded as serious. 

Col, Quintro of the Mexican cavalry 
was appealed to by the merchants, and 
he immediately got together 300 men to 
pursue the Yaquis. The cavalry left 
Guaymas and met the Indians in a 
deep cafion known as La Tuna, be- 
cause of the prolific growth of the 
tuna plant, a sharp-bladed cactus. 

“In this cafion, in the midst of this 
undergrowth, the battle was waged. 
The Indians were making their way 
toward Guaymas when the cavalry 
came upon them in the cafion. A 
charge was made by the cavalry and 
the Indians returned the fire, holding» 
a position of defiance, although they 
were greatly outnumbered. The cav- 
airy dashed into the midst of the Ya- 
quis, shooting them down, killing and 
wounding their horses, and driving 
them out of the cafion. The Yaquis 
kept up a steady fire and a number 
of the soldiers are reported to have 
been killed. 

Fifteen of the Yaquis were killed 
and many were wounded. Col. Quintro 
kept his soldiers close to the Yaquis 
in an attempt to stampede them, in 
which he succeeded, driving them out 
of the cafion.

HARMONY AND GOOD WILL AMONG 
OFFICERS. 


Lack of Attention to Daily Life and 
7 Duties Noted—Class of Recruits Good. 
Post Exchanges—Canteen Legislation, 


Opinions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The annual 
report of Inspector-General 
Rreckinridge says that while there are 
reports of harmony and good = will 
among the officers of the army, the 
expression “all officers are thoroughly 
instructed and efficient,” is not heard so 
frequently ag before the Spanish War, 
due, no doubt, to an influx of inexpert- 
enced officers. Most reports, however, 
are favorable. Some lack of attention 
given by officers to their daily life and 
duties is noted. The report commends 
the sagacity and ability of officers who 
have conducted civil affairs intrusted 
to them abroad. 

The class of recruits received is re- 
ported generaily up to the standard. 
The discipline of the troops is re- 
ported generally good. Of the post ex- 
change the Inspector-General says that 
the reports show that wherever prac- 
ticable post exchanges were in operation 
at the garrisoned posts at the time of 
the inspector's visit; the prescribed 
rules and regulations were being fully 
complied with and their business was 
being satisfactorily conducted. A ma- 
jority of the posts where post exchanges 
are maintained were inspected before | 
the law prohibiting the sale of beer in 
the canteens was enacted, and most 
of the reports would not show the ef- 
fect of that law upon them. At some 
of the posts inspected it was reported 
that the exchange was closed or was 
being operated at a loss since the sale 
of beer was prohibited, while at others | 
the operations under the existing law 
were reported to be unsatisfactory.

GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 


REPORT FOR FISCAL YEAR. 
(LY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS--A.M.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The an- 
nual report of Commissioner Hermann 
of the General Land Office says that 
15,562,796 acres of public land were dis- 
posed of during the last fiscal year, 
an increase. of 2,108,909 over pre- 
vious year, which was the banner 
year in public-land sales. The net 
surplus from the entire land and forest 
administration is $3,458,442. Following 
is a summary of the recommendations 
for legislation: 

Appointment of a commission to ex- 
amine, consider and report on the sur- 
vey and disposal of the public tands in 
the insular possessions of the United 
States; forfeiture of iapsed right of 
way grants; discontinuance of the 
Yukon and Circle City district land of- 
fice in Alaska by consolidation with 
the Sitka office, at least for the pres- 
ent, as the receipts do not justify con- 
tinued maintenance: repeal or modifi- 
cation of the act of June 18, 1898, to 
protect homestead settiers who enter 
the military or naval service in war 
time, compulsory attendance of wit- 
nesses at hearings of reports of special 
land agents involving the validity of 
entries of public land; repeal of sev- 
eral laws relating to the timber on re- 
served public lands, and the enact- 
ment of a general law to afford a sup- 
ply of timber for settlers and other 
parties in neeg thereof, and at the 
Same time preserve the forests for the 
use of future generations; extension of 
the Yellowstone National Park, so as 
to embrace the Yellowstone’ timber- 
land reserve, comprising 1914 square 
miles, all that portion of the Teton 
forest reserve lying east of the sum- 
mit of Teton range, 1050 square miles, 
and unreserved areas of thirty square 
miles at the southwest corner of the 
park in Idaho, and 260 square miles at 
the northwest corner in Montana; ex- 
tension of the forest-fire act to meet 
the various causes of fires, and over- 
come the danger from every source; 
modifications of the act permitting ex- 
change of lands within forest reserva- 
tions for those without by a proviso 
that the relinquished tract has not 
been unnecessarily exchanged; that the 
lands shall be of approximately § the 
Same value, and rejecting such selec- 
tions for lands returned as agricul- 
tural, if, before approval, it be found 
to be mineral: withdrawal of ail public 
lands more yaluable for forest uses 
than for other purposes from settie- 
ment, entry, sale and other disposi- 
tion, and holding them fer the protec- 
tion and utilization of their timber; 
establishment of national parks to 
preserve prehistoric ruins, petrified for- 
ests, caves and for other purposes; ap- 
propriation of at least $185,000 to pre- 
vent depredations on timber lands, and 
for thé protection of public lands from 
unlawfyl entry; an appropriation of 
$50,000 to protect timber on unreserved 
lands against fires; protection of fish 
and.game in-forest reserves; relief of 
bona fide settlers within forest re- 
+ Saas Who settled prior to the estab- 
li ent thereof, but who failed from 
gnorance or from unavoidable acci- 
dent, to place their claims on record 
within the etatutory period, 


Applications for Pardon, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The 
dent today denied six applications for 
pardon, granted one pardon, and re- 
stored three applicants tb citizenship. 
Edward May, 17 years of age, was con- 
victed at Nome, Alaska, March 22, 1901, 
of larceny and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for five years in the penitentiary 
at McNeill's Isiand, Washington. He 
is pardoned on the ground that the 
sentence Was excessive, and that the 
boy has been punished sufficiently. 


President’s Northwestern Tour. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Represen- 
tative Jones of Washington called on 
the President today to pay his re- 
spects. The President referred to his 
great_interest in the Northwest, and 
said he expected to make a tour of 
that part of the United States next 
summer. 


Invited to Charleston. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The Presi- 
dent today was invited to attend the 
South Carolina Interstate and West 
Indian Exposition, to be held in 
Charleston, beginning December 2. 
The President said that he would at- 
fend, if public business would permit. 


Archbishops Pay Respects. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Archbish- 
ops Ireland of St. Paul and Riordan of 
San Francisco paid their respects to. 
the President at the White House to- 
day. 


Practical Poultry Points. 

A. F. Hunter tells in the Practica! 
Farmer of a successful chicken raiser 
who marketed 4000 chickens between 
April 25 and August 19, for the neat 
sum of $1839.03, of which about $1000 
was profit. Some of the earliest sold 
at $1 each, of which about 75 cents was 
profit. He said it took nine weeks to 
make a one and one-half-pound chicken 
and eleven weeks to make a two- 
pounder. He begins with a mixture of 
meals, and a very little meat meal, 
soft but not sloppy. This with millet 
seed and finely cracked wheat is the 
food for the first week, then finely 
eracked corn is added. Until three 
weeks old they are fed five times a day. 
After that three times ae day. 
In the morning a ‘mash of cornmeal! 
or gluten meal with bran in equal 
‘parts, and a little of the meat meal, 
wheat at noon, and cracked corn at 
night. At the middie of the forenoon 
green food, and middle of the afternoon 
cut fresh bone, ani ali the skim- 
milk they cafe to drink. They not only. 
live and grow, but he averares about 
5 cents a poun! above the market 
rates because of toeir excellent quality. 
He could not do this with dry grain, 
because they would not make that 
growth on dry grain in so short a time, 
ane when they reached that weight 
t meat would be poorer-in quality. 
He says the food to bring them to two 
pounds’ weight costs & cents each, the 
labor 7 cents each, besides the pick- 
ing which is 5 cents, and as he mar- 
kets one chicken for each two eggs 
put in incubators, he chages them with 
two eggs at 5 cents, making the cost 
25 cents each when they weigh two 
pounds. His green food is lawn mower 
clippings when it is in season, rape 
when the grass supply runs short, and 
finely-cut clover hay made fresh by 
‘steaming in fall and winter. One im- 
portant feature is to never overfeed, 
but keep them just a little hungry. or 
fo that they will have a good appe- 
tite for the next meal.—{American Cul- 
tivator.

Celery as a Nerve Tonic. 


Probably no other class cf people 
suffer more with -heumatism than 
farmers, and yet the remedy for this 
dreadful disease is, or should be, right 
at hand. It is celery. Probably the 
dwellers in your sunny climate are not 
much troubled with rheumatism, but 
they have nervous debility as a result 
of the somewhat enervating climate of 
midsummer; and for that, celery 
would, I am sure, be a sovereign rem- 
edy. If celery was eaten freely, suf- 
ferers from rheumatism and nervous 
prostration would be comparatively 
few. It is a mistaken idea that cold 
and dampness produce rheumatism; 
they simply develop it. Acid blood is 
the primary and sustaining cause, If 
celery is eaten freely an alkaline blood 
is the result, and where this exists 
there can be neither rheumatism, gout 
nor nervous prostration to any extent, 

It should be eaten, preferably, 
cooked, though it may be taken raw, 
if thoroughly masticated. Cut it Into 
bits and boil until soft in as lUttle 
water as possible. Add to this half 
as much milk as there is water tn the 
celery; thicken with flour and season 
with butter, pepper and salt. 

If you cook it nicely, and give it a 
fair trial, I am sure you will soon 
leave potatoes out of the daily bill of 
fare, as long as you can obtain celery. 
It is nice as a sauce for any kind of 
cold meat or fowl, or for roasted 
game, or poultry of any kind. Chil- 
dren will like it poured over boiled 
potatoes, or it may be drained from 
the sauce, mixed with mashed potatoes, 
formed into little cakes and browned. 
—{A. C., In Florida Farmer and Fruit 
Grower. 


Sensible Hog Keeping. 

To be profitable, one must have good 
sows and always a thoroughbred male 
of the breed preferred, not overlooking 
the individuality of the boar because 
his pedigree is good. The male should 
be kept in a lot to himself. Feed him, 
and the sows as well, on food that 
tends to large growth rather than fat. 
The business of the market hog tn the 
corn belt is to convert the corn crop 
into cash, so, of course, his principal 
food is corn, but corn alone will not do 
for breeding stock. Good pasture, 
clover preferred, is advantgeous to all 
swine, but espectally to breeding stock. 
The pigs should be kept gentle, the 
male especially. by being often 
scratched and petted: then they can be 
readily driven. 

It is generally best to keep the same 
maie and sows for several years if they 
prove good, prolific breeders. The pol- 
icy of using young stock for breeding is 
liable to produce small ples, which are 
less able to withstand disease. Keep 
them healthy by raking up cobs and 
other rubbish in their lot, burning until 
partly consumed, then scatter salt over 
them, and every vestige will be de- 
voured. I sometimes acd@ corn to the 
fire until charred. A little sulphur or 
copperas fed in ashes is also beneficial. 
For shelter and breeding pens I prefer 
a small house rather than a large sta- 
tionary one,. where #0 many sleep to- 
gether. The small houses can be easily 
moved, thus expediting cleaning, and I 
find them much the best for sows with 
young pigs in very cold weather. My 
houses are made of matched lumber, 
5x7 Yeet, and 4 feet high in front. slop- 
ing back to 2 feet In the rear, with an 
opening the entire length at top to be 
left open except on stormy days.—[O.

| AN PEDRO AND SAN DIEGO. 

A special dispatch from Wash- 
ington, published in The Times of 
Thursday, contains some interesting 
facts in regard to harbor itmprove- 
ments at San Pedro and San Diego, 
and to the commerce of the two ports. 
Among other facts mentioned is a 
statement as to the amount of com- 
merce carried on at each place during 
the year 1900. According to this re- 
port, which emanates from the Chief 
of Engineers of the War Department, 
and may therefore be regarded as 
thoroughly reliable, the commerce of 
San Pedro Harbor in 1900 amounted to 
253.855 tons, while the commerce of 
San Diego Harbor for the same perivd 
amounted to 152,777 tons. This state- 
ment is respectfully referred to the 
San Diego Onion, and other unhappy 
inhabitants of the City of Grief, who 
have been so fond of making sneering 
reflections upon “Wilmington slough.” 
It should also be remembered, in this 
} connection, that of late San Diego has 
been a monthly port of eall for large 
oriental steamships which henceforth 
will run from San Francisco to the 
Orient. 

If San Pedro can make such a show- 
ing as this, before the deep-water har- 
bor is constructed, what may we ex- 
pect after the big breakwater i: com- 
pleted, and a reguiar line cof steam- 
ships running to the Orient? 

Meantime, as Los Angeles and San 
Pedro continue to advance, with leaps 
and bounds, it may cafely be antici- 
pated that the smaller towns of South- 
ern California tributary to Los Angeles, 
such as Santa Ana, and Redlands, ana 
San Diego [“Hear! hear!"’}] and Comp- 
ton, and Clearwater, will also make a 
healthy progrets. It would, indeed, 
show a iack of ¢nterprise on the part 
of the San Diego people, if they should 
permit San Pedro to outstrip it in sice 
and population during the next decade. 
With its many natural advantaces, 
there is no reacon why San Diego 
should fall below San Pecro in im- 
portance. 

GANIZED IMPUDENCL. 

' That was a somewhat remark- 
able letter—to put it mildly—whica 
was sent to the President of the 
United States by the president of the 
International Association of Machin- 
ists—a party of the name of James 
O’Conntiell—a few days ago. After recit- 
ing the fact that in May last about five 
thousand metal workers went on a 
strike, for the purpose of obtaining 
shorter hours, the writer of the letter 
telis the President that the work of 
repairing government vessels and do- 
Ing other Jabor for the government 
has been much hampered by this strike, 
and that in consequence thercof vessels 
have been patched up and sent to seu 
in a dangerous condition. He adds 


day at San Francisco are ‘dangerous 
to life and property intrusted to the 
care of the government.” He there- 
upon, “in behalf of the 75,000 organized 
machinists in the United States, and 
in behalit of tens of thousands of other 
metal-work tradesmen situated at San 
Francisco,” makes the following re- 
quests, or demands, or whatever they 
may be termed: 

“First—An early and impartial in- 
vestigation into the status of the gov- 
ernment construction and repair work 
now under contract at private yards 
and particularly those situated at San 
Fraaucisco. 

“Second—Abrogation of all con- 
tracts, the work upon which ceased 
or is being delayed, as a result of re- 
fusal of contractors to employ com- 
petent workmen under conditions at 
a reasonable number of hours per day 
with sufficient compensation, so they 
may enjoy at least a. portion of the 
increased prosperity now prevailing 
over our country. 

“Third—tTransference of all work 
now suspended or being delayed to the 
navy yards of the United States, aud 
the performance at these establish- 
ments of all similar work in future.” 

The writer of the letter closes his 
communication with the fdllowing re- 
marks: 

“IT belleve such measures justified 
and necessary as a means of insuring 
the proper care and expedition of gov- 
ernment business, and also the means 
of affording citizens affected the pro- 
tection of State against the unjust and 
unreasonable exactions on the part of 
private employers.” 

Now, is not this a rather cool propo- 
sition, even for a labor union to put 
forth? If it is true that life and prop- 
erty have been endangered by the 
strike in San Francisco, who is to 
blame for that condition of affairs, the 
employers, or the strikers, who, like 
the traditional dog in the manger, 
have been unwilling to work them- 
selves or to let‘anyone else work in 
their place? Now, seeing that the 
strike is a disma) failure, these men 
have the effrontery to call upon the 
President of the United States to in- 
terfere in their behalf, and to save 
them from the defeat which stares 
them in the face. 

It is scarcely tecessary to say that 
the President will not make any such 
mistake. He is not built that way. A 
special dispatch from Washington, 
published in The Times of Thursday,

OUNT VON MOLTKE’S SURPRISE. 
Count Otto Von Moltke, a nephew 
of the great Field Marshal, Von Moltke, 
has just sailed from New York for 
Hamburg. Count Otto had been in the 
United States since October 4, having 
been appointed by the Prussian Par- 
liament, ef which he is a member, as 
a commissioner to visit the United 
States and make a study of transpor- 
tation methods in thig country. 

In an interview, just previous to his 
departure, Count Von Moltke declared 
that he was “electrified” at the 
progress which Americans have made 
in the methods of transportation. “It 
is impossible for anyone in Europe to 
understand this without seeing it,” 
said he. “The best expression I have 


date,’ which*tells the whole story. You 
have shown the most progress in 
adapting electricity as a means of 
transportation. The German Siemen- 
ses are the fathers of electrical im- 
provement, and the Germans conceive 
Many methods, but they cannot take 
hold of things the way the Americans 
do. Conservative methods keep the 
Germans from launching out exten- 
sively in any scheme. Europeans are 
theoretical and Americans are prac- 
tical. The Europeane formulate and 
you put into practice.” 

There is unquestionably a great deai 
of truth in the views expressed by this 
representative German. Americans, 
broadly speaking, are intensely prac- 
tical. They are not content with m¢re 
theorizing, nor with the abstract dem- 
onstrations of science. They must 
needs apply the ascertained truths of 
science to human necessitics and de- 
sires. It is because Americans are 
quick to perceive and apply to prac- 
tical uses the discoveries of ecilence 
that they have made such marvelous 
material progress. Jo'ned to the abil- 
ity to perceive the significance and the 
scope of new discoveries, Americans 
are possessed of restless energy and 
unbounded enterprise. The conjunc- 
tion of these qualities necessarily 
makes for advancement. 

But Americans formulate as well as 
put into practice. We have no reason 
to be ashamed of our’ record in the 
field of original discovery and inven- 
tion. If our ecientific investigators 
have been more practical (and possi- 
bly less profound) than their European 
compeers in sounding the secretB aaa 
investigating the forces of Nature, 
their work has been rich in achiecve- 
ment. They have greater and more 
Valuable results to show for their 
labors than have the investigators of 
any other nation. There is no need 
to enumerate theec triumphs of dis- 
covery and invention. Their fruits are 
to be seen on every hand, and theec 
practical applications of the’ newest 
and best results of physical researen 
are what “electrified” the Count Von 
Moltke. 

Of What practical use is abstract 
science, unless its researches and reve- 
lations be thade applicable in some way 
for the benefit of mankind? Know!- 
edge for its own sake is a beautiful 
ideal, but it has no truly logical basis, 
and no very convincing reason for ex- 
istence. The American ideal is that or 
theory linked closely with practice; 
of both formulating and executing; of 
dreamipg, followed by realization. Out 
of this ideal has been evolved the 
marvelous progress which has “elec- 
trified,” not Count Von Moltke alone, 
but the whole civilized world. 3

I. W. Heliman 
W4@s one of the heaviest bondholders 
and as he is associated with Mr. Hunt- 
ington in his various Southern Cali- 
fornia electric-railway enterprises, no 
serious obstacles were encountered in 
the consummation of the deal.

OLICE AFTER 
THE POKER JOINTS. 


CHIEF SAYS LAW JUST UPHELD 
WILL BE ENFORCED.

Reports of “Skinning of Suckers” In- | 
frequent, and Gamblers Playing Mostly | 
Among Some- 
times Hard to Secure by Officers. 


“The decision of Judge Oster, up- 
holding the validity of the new anti- 
poker ordinance, is not a surprise to 
me; in fact, any other decision would 
have been a surprise,” said Chief of 
Police Elton last night. “The ordi-. 
nancé is practically a copy of that In 
force in other cities, where other courts 
have upon it, and have declared 
it valid. The Supreme Court has up- 
held the most important features of it, 
and we had no doubt that it was good 
law at the time it was passed. 4 

“Will it be rigidly enforced? Of 
course it will, but it should be remem- 


bered that it is one thing to know that | 


a poker joint exists, and quite another 
thing to obtain evidence which will 
reguit in the conviction of the man who 
is running such a4 place, and those who 
frequent it. A year ago the poker 
rooms of this city were running openly, 
for then we had no euch law as is now 
in force, and it was difficult to prose- 
cute under the old law. Now that the 
hew law is in effect there has been a 
‘decided change. We ho longer receive 
reports of the skinning of suckers by 
the sure-thing gamblers. We have not 

such a report for weeks, yes, for 
months, and we do not expect any 
such number of them again as we for- 


merty received. The fact is, the gam-— 
blers are playing mostly among them- | 
selves, and are not looking for easy - 


victims. 
“It would be foolish to say that we 
expect to put a stop to all poker play- 
ing in this city, for so long as the city 
exists there will be some playing that 
the police can never reach. But what 
we do propose to try to do is to make 
it unprofitable for the regular gam- 
-blin pling places, rooms where the game is 
a source of profit to the man or 
met who conduct it. The public has 
little idea of how difficult it is to secure 
sufficient evidence to make it possible 
for us to raid such places. At tits 


poker is being played, but I cannot 
the two or three doors behind which 


game would be converted into seven- 
up Or some other innocent game which 
is not a violation of law, and then I 
would be liable for damages for false 
arrests. 

“It is first necessary that positive 
-evidence be secured showing that the 
chips used in the game have a money 
value, and to do this we have to get 
some person into the game. That is by 
no means easy to accomplish. Only a 
few days ago we sent two new special 
policemen to a place where a game was 
in operation. We thought none of the 
players knew them, but the moment 
they entered the' room a barber who 
was playing shouted the warning to 
the other players, and the game was 
changed. Now those two officers would 
not have been justified in arresting the 
players, for although they were mor- 
ally certain that the men were playing 
poker, still they could not swear to it, 
and the intended raid failed. Just so 
long as the poker rooms keep open, just 
that long will we keep trying to raid 
them, but there will be no raids wifh- 
out sufficient evidence to convict. 

"We have made half a dozen raids 
this season, and in all of them we have 
secured convictions. We have suc- 
ceeded in making the gamblers place 
double doors and lookouts at the en- 
trances to their rooms, and we know 
that gambling is not carried on openly. 
It is far easier for a citizen to enter a 
poker room than an officer, for some of 
thé gamblers have in their employ men 
who know by sight every member of 
the police department, and who give 
warning the moment an officer appears 
in sight. This does not make us quit 
work on such cases, for when we know 
that a game is in operation in a cer- 
tain place we will, sooner or later, suc- 
ceed in getting a man into the game, 
and that accomplished, 
are certain to follow.”

BLACKMAIL HINTED AT. 
Disclosures somewhat sensational 
were made during the trial of an ap- 
peal case in Judge Smith’s court yes-

Sledzianoskl, formerly of Prospect 
Park, in the Cahuenga Township Court, 
for $175, alleging that $50 of this 
amount was due for services rendered 
in the Sledzianoski household, from 
August 7, 1899, to October 9% of the 
same year, at $25 a month, and $125 
on a promissory note, which Mrs.

NVOLUNTARY HOMICIDE 
I CHARGED TO WATSON. 


NEGRO SCORCHER MUST ANSWER 
: TO HIGHER COURT. 


His Companion, Walker, Discharged 
Because He Had Nothing to Do With 
the Fatal Accident—Wolff and Her- 
nandez Fined for Drunkenness. 


Allen Watson, the colored scorcher 
who ran down and killed Norman 
Campbell, has been held to answer to 
the Superior Court on the unusual 
charge of involuntary homicide. E. W. 
Walker; his companion, was discharged. 
The evidence showed that the two men 
had been racing down the street at a 
furious rate of speed, when they ran 
into the children; also that Watson was 
on the wrong side of the street. Walker 
did not strike the children at all. 

The evidence also showed, however, 
that Watson was thrown himself in the 
accident, and painfully wounded about 
the face. Another point in his favor 
was that he made no attempt to run 
away, but waited until the injured 
child's mother came out, and told her 
the reumstances. Afterward, when 
he learned that the child had died, he 
went to the Police Station and gave 
himself up; whereas much difficulty 
might have been experienced in finding 
out who the two colored men were had 
they chosen to keep out of the way. 

The charge is a very rare one. The 
penalty may be made a County Jail 
sentence at the discretion of the court. 

On a similar charge in Washington, 
D. C., Miss Flagler, daughter of the 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., was sen- 
tenced to pay fine and serve two 
h@rs in jail for the killing of a young 
colored boy. 


Still a Mystery. 


Whether Hernandez stabbed Wolff, or 
whether Wolff damaged his face in 
some other way is still something of a 
mystery, but the Court made Hernan- 
dez feel the impropriety of carrying a 
big clasp knife around in his pocket.

KCRN RIVER OIL CAN BE PIPED TO 
TIDEWATER.

East End Adding New Producers. 
Santa Maria Road Will Open Up 
Promising Oil Country—Queen Strikes 
Oil Sand in Sunset District. 


Kern oll can be transported by pipe 
line. That is the opinion of oil men 
who ought to know, and if they are 
right, the proposed line from the Kern 
River field to tidewater, now under 
consideration by the Standard com- 
pany, is practicable. 

The chief problem associated with 
the piping of the Kern oil pert: ined to 
its density, but this has been solved. 

Commenting editorially on the pro- 
posed line the San Francisco Chronicle 
says: “The crude petroleum produced 
by the wells in the Kern field is un- 
usually heavy. Many oil experts as- 


in a four-inch pipe along the 270 miles 
covered by the route. b 

“The difficulty will be overcome by 
pumping stations located twenty miles 
apart and rettling basins at each sta- 
tion, where the heavy material! carried 
in the crude product will be precip- 
itated. At the point of discharge the 
ol] will thus be of much finer and 
lighter grade than when starting on 
its journey at the mouth of the wells, 
The machinery operating the force 
pumps will be driven by power  ob- 
tained from the consumption of fuel o} 
drawn from the pipe. Other uses wil! 
be found for the heavy precipitates ar- 
resied ‘n the sett'ing tanks The whoe 
process of oil transportation wiil con- 
sequently be of a most economical char- 
acter. and the cost will not excee, it. 
is believed, 19 cents per |arrel, or ‘ess 
than one-fourth the rate charged by 
the railroads. About 400 miles of piping 
has been contracted for, which pro- 
vides for brenctes to droin all the of! 
districts surrounding Bakersfield. The 
importance of the enterprise to the oil 
industry of this State cannot be over- 
estimated. It assures its permanency 
and will encourage further develop- 
ment.’ 

The Chronicle adds that p'ans are 
now complete for the establishment of 
a large plant, by the Standard Ot! 
Company, at Point Richmond, in the 
immediate future. The plant will con- 
sist of a refinery to which oi! will be 
piped from the: Kern River district. A 
line of steamers to supply the Oriental 
trade, as well as the Philippines and 
the Hawaiian Islands, wi'l also bo es- 
tablished. 

“NEW LOCAL PRODUCERS. 

New wells recently drilled in the 
east end .of the local fleld are showing 
up in a manner that could hardly be 
anything but satisfactory. (ne of the 
latest was completed by the Conti- 
nental yesterday, and it is now a sey- 
enty-five-barrel producer. 

Deep drilling is all that pays in the 
east end, and operators continue’ to

BUILDING BEATS ALL 


RECORDS FOR YEARS. 


EMARKABLE activity in the 
building trades has marked the 
month just closed. The wave of 
prosperity apparently has obtained a 
lasting foothold in Los Angeles. Some 
business men, with a finger upon the 
city’s pulse, would have it that a 
healthy boom is entertained unawares. 

Building to a greater estimated val- 
uation Was arranged for or done during 
October than in any month for the 
past five years. Among the tourists 
who are coming to Southern California 
this year is a greater percentage than 
usual of those who intend to make this 
city their permanent home. 

At the Pan-American Exposition, 
many inhabitants of eastern States 
learned for the first time that Los An- 
geles is not peopled with wild Indians 
and cowboys and that cacti and sage- 
brush do not grow on the principai 
business streets. As a result of the 
exhibit made at Buffalo, and the in- 
defatigable work of the Chamber of 
Commerce representatives, many home- 
seekers will visit Los Angele this year, 
pho might not have come otherwise. | 

That the influx of home-makers has 
begun is told most eloquently by the 
building report. In the best-intormed 
circles the tigures are held to represent 


a perfectly normal, although wonderful, 


growth, Despite the exceptional 
amount of building. rents have risen 
rapidly, cottages in favored sections of 
the city are hard to obtain at any 
price, and office rooms are at a pre- 
mium. 

According to the October report of 
the Buliding Superintendent, com- 
pleted yesterday, there were iseued dur- 
ing the montn 355 permits for an esti- 
mated valuation of $626,254.50. That is 
a greater amount of building than has 
been done in any month since July, 
1895, when the valuation was $656,179. 

For October, 1900, there were issued 
169 permits for a building valuation of 
$391,917. and for the same month in 
1899 there were issued 190 permits with 
a valuation of $200,400. 

In comparing the records since 1894, 
it Will at once be seen that the amount 
of building done during the last month 
haa seldom been approached. As a gen- 
eral rule the character of the building 
is far ahead of that of former years. 

During the last seven years the 


building for any one month has eel- 


dem been valued at more than $500,000. 
There were two or three exceptions in 
1885, and there have been several this 
year, as will be observed from the ap- 
pended table. 

Last month 270 permits were issued 
for new bulldings, the aggregate value 
being $598,732; 66 permits for altera- 
tions, amounting to $25,270, and 19 per- 
mits for removals, representing a valu- 
ation of $2252.50. The report further 
classifies the buildings as follows: 

One five-story. brick hospital, $57,000; 
one three-story, brick warehouse, £34,- 
000: three two-story stores, $25,000: 
eight one-story stores, $25,238; one four- 


story hotel, $50,000; one two-story. steel 
pullding, $10,000; sixty-two two-story. 
frame residences, $185,865; eight one 
and one-half-story, frame residences, 


| $10,650: 137 one-story, frame residences, 


$155,204: nine flats, $26,465: one two- 
story theater, $6000; one two-story dor- 
mitory, $5000; one two-story school- 
house, $1800; two one-story stores, 
$1650; repairs. alterations, additions and 
removals, $27,522.50. 

Taken altogether the amount of 
building done the first ten months of 
this year Is nearly double that for the 


corresponding od during the last 
seven years. oday the for 
houses and offices and stores is 


stronger than ever, and there appears 
to be no reason why the record made 
thus far shall not be continued. The 
following is a report of the building 
done during each month of this year, 
according to permits issued:

NOTES AFIELD. 
éurifying the Land. 
HE report upon the Russian thistie 
campaign in the Redondo district 
closed with the month of Septcm- 
ber. Yesterday the report of Octoner 
@perations was handed in, showing 
that 1387 acres have been cleare! of 
thistle and the weeds bu’ ‘ed. The 
@nergetic farmers who have ,one this 
work were: William Leich, acT2s; 
Downey estate, 1010; Cc. W. Monger, 
20; John Venabie, #: Golden, 41; 
George Nadeau, 20; Stimson, 45; J. 
Wildesin, 10: Tasker, 2. In every 
Other infected place work is under way 
but not completed, the rain interfer- 
ing with the burning of the uprooted 
plants. 

When this greatest of weed pests is 
subdued and finally exterminated, the 
Suthorities should turn their attention 
to the wild radish and mustari. The 
farmers ciaim that another year of 
starp campaigning against the thistle 
will drive it out entirely. No one had 
any idea that the weed had secured 
Such a hold in Los Angeles county. In 
regard to the mustard, it has done im- 
mensee damage to growing crops on 
adobe lands, and prevented the plant- 
ing of grain in many infected local- 
ities. I have been told that the wild 
mustard seed biasted in every locality 
this season, and that the land will be 
comparatively free mext year. I have 
@iscovered the failure top produce sced 
in mustard fields hwest of the 
city and ubout Inglewood. If this 
State prevails generally, as claimed, 
next summer would. be a good season 
Zor thie farmers to exterminate the 
‘mustard pest. 

A warning to purchasers of alfalfa, 
Wheat and barley seed may prevent 
the speedy reintroduction of Russian 
thietie into a locality § no freed 
through the work of the fa rs this 
summer. The pest was brought into 
this county in barley seed. in fifty- 
four samples of alfaifa seed on sale in 
adjoining State fifty-seven va- 
fieties of weed seed were found. One 
Sample contained over haif its weight 
im dodder seed.-. Another had 35 per 
cent. of lambs quarter and the lowest 
per cent. of noxious seed found in any 
Sample was 2. Farm seeds should be 
carefully imepected at the seed stores. 
The only infallible test for all seed is 
the germination test. It requires time, 
but always indicates the presence of 
Weed seed by the appearance of thy 
little plants. 


\ Winter Lily Pads. 

The novelty of one of Los Angeles 
county's institutions leads me to re- 
mark upon it. The growing and ship- 

* ping of water lilies all winter is not 
possibile in the East without the use 
of ean ice hook and a saw and even 
then they would of course not grow 
even undef ice. I saw a lily nursery 
Wednesday with over fifty varieties of 
aquatic plants. The Victorta Regia 
floated its immense leaves six feet in 
Giameter and the improved water hya- 
Cinth pushed its beautiful blue bou- 
quets into the warm sunshine feailess 
of frost or snow. The proprietor will 
ship his plants all winter, the season 
| Deing the liveliest in February. He has 


@ fine lot of water lily blooms at this 


Season, including a few bursting buds 
of the Victoria six inches in diam- 
eter. Two lerge, shallow reservoirs are 
Gevoted to the cultivation of these 
Squatic plants, and when the proprie- 


-/ fer gets an order he pulls on a pair of 


rubber boots, wades in and raises the 
Plants like fishing for clams. No other 
temperate climate can show the beau- 
tiful winter water lilies grown in Los 
Angejes and adjacent territory. 
Guarding Grape Interests, 
A letter from one of the largest vine- 
in Los Angeles county states 
that the efforts of the horticultural au- 
thorities to prevent the introductien of 
phylloxera is meeting with warm favor 
im his district. It etales that Prof. 
Craw, State Quarantine Officer, ap- 
proves of the ordinance lately passed 
. By the Supervisors and that the grow- 
ers along the foothilj country are 
Feady to back up the enforcement of 
measures calculated to check, ex- 
clude and exterminate insect pests. In 
the line of excluding phylioxera-in- 
fested vines and cuttings the Madera 
Tribune says Fresno county grape 
growers are quarantining against cach 
other's vineyards. A map of the in- 
fected districts is being’ prepared for 
Gistribution among the wine makers 
end buyers of grapés generaliy to 
guide them in making their purchases. 
The wine men and growers are 
acting with Horticultural Commis- 
Sioner Hughes and have agreed to 
Cancel all contracts in affected dis- 
tricts. The Tribune says that the 
Wineries also agree to disinfect all 
pumice with carbon bisulphide so that 
the danger of spreading phylloxera 
will be reduced to a minimum. These 
extraordinary precautions have been 
taken too late to prevent the spread of 
the disease. When counties, districts 
and even communities are compelled to 
quarantine against each other it he- 
comes a serious ratter to enforce it. 
Happily some of the counties in the 
north were aroused by the authorities 
at Berkeley in time to save their vine- 
yards. Meantime the counties of 
Southern California are nearly all 
open to the introduction of this pest. 
It has been held that because phyllox- 
era has not appeared here during the 
past year there is no danger of its 
gettinvg a hold. argument would 
meet with ridicule if applied to Fresno 
county now. It might have prevailed 
before the growers of that county be- 
gan to get experience. Meantime the 
anti-phyloxera ordinance of Los An- 
Beles county wit: be enforced until its 
repeal fs demandcd and secured by 
those who have an interest in vines 
and deem the law a detriment to their 


properties. 


The Healdsburg Enterprise advises 
the vineyardists at Healdsburg to 
fight the phylioxera to the bitter end, 
“and endeavor to prevent a repetition 
of the disaster which befell Napa Va!- 
ley, and not do as they did, sit su- 
pinely by and allow their vines to die. 
The world moves, but these people re- 
fused to believe it, and their bankrupt 
homes and dead vineyards are irrefut- 
able evidences of their lack of wis- 
dom.” The Los Angeles county vine- 
yardists showed their wisdom by peti- 


| 


tioning to keep the phylloxera out alto- 
gether. If it should appear, no efforts 
will be spared to stamp it out. The 
Enterprise says a Mr. Wheeler pro- 
poses to kill the pests if the vine grow- 
ers of Healdsburg are willing to put up 
the price. Phylioxera killers are thick 
in that region round about. contracting 
at s0 much per vine to exterminate the 
pest. An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure. 
+ 
Along the Roadside. 


Some objection has been made to the 
policy of cutting down the _ scale-in- 
fected shade trees of Southern Califor- 
nia. In ohne locality a whole line of 
pepper trees is being sacrificed for the 
good of an orange grove adjacent. No 
objection to the destruction of the trees 
was offered by the Supervisors, as far 
as I have heard, although they are the 
custodians of the shade trees aligning 
the roadways of the county. It was to 
discuss the rights and duties of the 
Supervisors, ‘the Councilmen and the 
property owners that a convention was 
proposed last summer. 
doubt of the final authority of the 
county horticultural commissions when 
the question comes to the maintenance 
of a nuisance within the meaning of 
the law regulating the extermination of 
insect pests. The owners of property 
upon which public shade trees are 
growing, and the Supervisors and 
Councilmen who have charge of the 
streets and highways, cannot be dis- 
turbed in their joint ownership of the 
shade trees until the question of a pub- 
lic nuisance as anh insect harbor is in- 
troduced. If the fact of dangerous in- 
sect infection can be-established, then 
the matter ts greatly simplified, and 
can be treated arbitrarily by the horti- 
cultural boards. 

There is no doubt that a crisis is 
approaching In the treatment of the 
shade tree. It must be met by intelli- 
gent conference; by the gradua! elimi- 
netion of insect-breeding varieties and 
the substitution of trees that can never 
be declared a public nuisance; by plant- 
ing upon all new streets and roadsides 
trees that are not subject to attack by 
dangerous insect pests. The horticul- 
tural officers are called upon every 
week to pass upon the destruction of 
infected shade trees. It will require the 
utmost coiiperation between the quar- 
antine guardians and the tree owners 
to brine this matter ‘to a satisfactory 
settiement—the oorcharcssts arising 
againet continued infection on the one 
hand and the public on the other, each 
viewing the question from a different 
standpoint. Hence the necessity of a 
tree convention to be held soon, and 
which has been agitated till the people 
are ready to get together and give some 
public expression upon this trouble- 
some question. No one wishes to see a 
tree destroyed that can by any menns 
be kept free from infection; neither 
will the orchardists longer remain in- 
different to the fact that the tens of 
thousands cf dollars*they are expend- 
ing every year to keep their orchard 
trees clean are not effective on account 
of the surroundings With which the 
public are concerned. Nothing but a 
thorough understanding of the rights 
of all parties, the legal provisions for 
their maintenance, the question of va- 
rieties of trees that should be planted to 
prevent future difficulties and the pos- 
sibilities of cliniinating present trou- 
bles without removing the trees—noth- 
ing but a representative meeting to 
bring about this understanding can im- 
prove the present conditions. 

Forestry Force Reduced. 


The policy of the Interior Depart- 
ment in reducing the fire-fighting 
forces of the San Gabriel reservation 
bas brought out numberleses protests 
from the fruit growers of the foothills. 
Protestations seem to have been of no 
avail and argument has long. since 
ceased of effect. The Interior Depart- 
ment is not to blame for the reduction 
of the patrol forces. It has been 
pointed out by the. forestry officers in 
charge that the appropriations for 
guarding against fire have not been 
sufficient to pay for thorough work. 
This throws the blame upon Congress, 
and in that view of it the Supervisors 
and irrigating companies will have to 
meet the difficulty. It is fortunate that 
the fire season was nearly over before 
the extra patrol were withdrawn, for 
the winter season appreaching will 
give the irrigators time to study the 
situation before another dry period 
again endangers the forestry of the 
reservations. 

The movement in favor of national 
irrigation, which is so noticeably as- 
cendant at this time, may help the ir- 
rigators already using water from the 
forest reservations. It certainly should 
move our Congressmen to the protec- 
tion of irrigating districts already es- 
tablished But while this great move- 
ment is being established there wil! 
be trouble with mountain fires caurei 
by inadequate patrol service, and com- 
munities will have to face these dan- 
gers themselves while agitating the 
maintenance of an effective fire-fight- 
ing force by the government. Mean- 
time, every commercial body should be 
alive to this defective service. Water 
corporations, private owners, orchard- 
ists and county authorities should not 
only take measures of protection them. 
selves, but should bring every legiti- 
mate force to bear upon Congress and 
the administration to secure the serv- 
ices of a sufficient number of rangers 
to prevent mountain gonflagrations, or 
to circumvent them when they are un- 
der way. 


Worth of Water. 


Glendora is feeling the effects of the 
recent acquisition of water from the 
artesian belt of the San Dimas. Land 
is selling rapidly there for farm im- 
provement, and progress will only be 
limited by the size of the irrigable ter- 
ritory. A perpetual water right of one 
inch to seven acres is offered in por- 
tions of the Glendora belt for $500 an 
inch, with pumping and pipe charges 
added. This is an adequate supply, and 
if the pumping terms can be made rea- 
sonable it will give this favored por- 
tion of Southern California a genuine 
horticultural boom. 

Turning outside portions of the Glen- 
dora townsite into orange groves will 
bring to the front the shade-tree ques- 
tion. No town in the State has as 
many pepper trees as Glendora. They 
surround every equare and align every 


There is no 


road and street. In spite of the 
searcity of water these trees have 
grown to large size and are exceedingly 
beautiful. How this precious strip of 
frostiess soil can be utilized without 
the destruction of the pepper trees will 
prove a puzzlirg problem to those who 
will overrun this hitherto dry terri- 
tory and plant it to profitable fruits. 
Many are the holders of town lots who 
paid $500 to $1000 apiece for them, and 
the owners will be loth to give them 
up at acre prices. While this adjust- 
ment is going or. the people of Glendora 
should get ali the information offered 
upon the street shade-tree question, 
and should have a delegation present. 
at the convention to hear what the 
Academy of Sciences, the Park Com- 
mission, the Supervisors and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce have to say upon this 
troublesome question. The great influx 
of water at Glendora will cause these 
pepper trees to monopolize most of the 
land in_the extraordinary growth that 
will follow. 


The Honey Crop. | 
The remarkable revivel in the honey 

business in Southern California, 


brought about by tne return of pre- 
pitious searons and the prospect of 
its continuance, renders every item 
concerning the bee business teresting 
to a large circle of readers. I w.: told 
by the president of the bee mens mie.- 
ing, held a few days ago in Los Ange- 
les, that interested j,arties had re. 
ported. the production of 2000 carloads 
of honey in California this season. He 
said the size of the crop was thus ex- 
aggerated by 1800 carloads. 

In this estimate the growers’ figures 
have been verified by the Pacific Bee 
Journal and by the American Culti- 
Vator. The latter says the eastern 
honey trade has advices that there are 
not 100 carloads of unsold honey in all 
California. Perhaps both the 2000 and 
the 200 estimate is correct. According 
to the statement made at the local con- 
vention last week the buyers of 200 car- 
loads of pure honey could easily bring 
the yield to the high figure by the 
addition of giucose. It was stated that 
one gallon of pure honey could be 
“glucosed” to eight gallons of com- 
mercial honey. In that case there would | 
be 1600 carloads possible from the pres- 
ent crop of California sweetness. 

Seriously, these figures may safely 
he placed at 200 carloads. In regard 
to the eastern crop, the Cultivator says: 

“The States east of the Mississippi 
River will give only a fair crop, of 
which considerably more than usual 
will be extracted. Ontario promises 
the best yield since ‘98, many apiaries 
averaging seventy-five pounds per hive. 
but the surplus from this vrovince is 
not large. The best honey producing 
sections of New York report § one- 
fourth crop of white and one-third crop 
of buckwueat honey. Most New Engz- 
land apiaries have about three-fourths 
of a crop. There is a much larger pro- 
portion of light honey than usual, in | 
some sections running as high as 90 
per cent. of the total crop. The exports 
of honey from the United States have 
ranged from $50,000 worth in ‘99, to $3),- 
000 for 1900 jand $56,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June 3), 1901. The imports 
are so small as not to be listed by the 
Treasury Department.”

To Transport Per:shable Gcods.

The remarkable point, however, 
that the car is-icéd in winter just the. 
same for the purpose of preventing 


freezing. lee is normally at about 22 
deg. Fahr., and it is very reluctant to 
give up any of its temperature. 
Hence, when it is zero weather outside 
the cylinders of relatively warm ice 
act as stoves, helping to keep up the 
thermometer inside. Another novel de- 
vice by whieh ice is employed for pro- 
tection against cold consists In. throw- 
ing upon the car when the weather is 
near the zero point, a stream of water, 
which promptly freezes and forms a 
complete coat all over the vehicle. 
This prevents radiation of heat from 
the car, and so tends te keep up the 
temperature inside. elt is a plan fre- 
quently adopted in the transportation 
of bananas, which are particularly 
susceptible to cold. Fruit of this 
kind is put in paper bags and covered 
with sait hay when the temperature 
is dangerously iow. |

Their 
fine form and beauty are attractive to 
the eyes of the buyers. But they must 
be well taken care of. They must be 
provided with good shelter. and not al- 
lowed to run out in the stalkfield all 


winter. They must be fed well. so as 

to keep them in good condition.—

POULTRY. 


Love, Poultry and Business. 

The love for the business seems to be 
with tome writers all that is necessary 
to succeed. That is all right, but a 
lazy man may “love his pets” and let 
the lice eat them up. The love of poul- 
try has but little to do with business. 
If business methods are not put in 
practice the love will not make them 
profitable, An energetic business man 
can take up poultry and make them 
profitable without the love or natural 
fondness. If profitable, the fondness 
will come round all right. Too many 
air castle builders are in the business. 
They expect the hen to lay the eggs, 
hatch the chicks and run the business. 
If all this was possible about nine- 
tenths of the people would be in the 
poultry business. 

Today not one man in twenty Is rais- 
ing poultry and conducting the busi- 
ness along lines that would make any 
occupation under the sun_ profitable. 
The writer has never known an ener- 
getic business man who put in practice 
‘the same business methods of the mer- 
chant or successful men in other posse Uh 
pations that failed to make his poultry 
profitable. The business is regarded 
too small for that kind of attention by 
a targe majority of people breeding 
them. For that reason we see each 
year a number of them drop out and 
make room for others to do the same 
things a little later on. The poultry 
business will never be overcrowded. 
—{Southern Poultry Journal. 


Pick Out the Best. 3 

A saving of dollars in the purchase ‘of 
breeding stock is often false economy, 
as this often means a lower grade of 
stock. The higher-priced birds are 
often the cheaper in the long run, and 
are much the better investment. There 
are, of course, exceptions, but it usu- 
ally pays to buy the best, if you are 
going to raise poultry far market or for 
eges, for good layers are usually the 
descendants of good layers, 

It will be noticed that even under 
very unfavorable circumstances a few 
hens in the flock will lay, while the 
others seem to live for no other pur- 
pose, apparently, than to eat. 

The hens that lay the best should be 
placed by themselves during the breed- 
ing season, and made the foundation of 
the future flock. By forethought and 
persistently following this plan, the 
laying habit may be so fixed in a flock 
in a few generations as to almost 
double the egg yield. 

One farmer built up his egg record 
from an average of 86 eggs per hen the 
first year to 179, then 186, then 195, and 
his last year’s record was 198. His 
method has been the simple one of 
picking out the earliest and best lay- 
ers to breed from.—|[Poultry Review. 


__ ‘THE VEGETABLE FIELD. 
Save Your Green Tomatoes. 


The peculiar weather of the last sum- 
mer in the Eastern States has caused 
a great many tomato fields to produce 
a large crop of late fruit, which is 
nearly mature, of fine appearance, but 
still green. These tomatoes may be 
put to far better use than for pickles 
of various kinds, though the small 
ones may be disposed of in that way. 
If they are picked off carefully, 
wrapped singly in paper, and placed 
in a cool place, they will ripen, a few 
at a time, and with as fine flavor as 
those brought in from the garden in 
September. One may thus have fresh 
tomatoes on the table until after Christ- 
mas. A few years ago a market 
gardener, near New York, found his 
tomato crop so late that when the 
time of danger from frost came it had 
not paid its cost. He picked many 
bushels of green fruit, treated it as 
above advised, sold it all at a high 
price through November and Decem- 
ber, and now plants a late field every 
year, and finds it very profitable.

POLICE CLERK'S MISTAKE. 


Releases a Prisoner ' Without Author- 
ity and Hears from the Chief—No 


More Desk Court.

URDER AND SUICIDE 
IN SAN PEDRO. 


SAILOR SHOOTS HIS MISTRESS 
AND KILLS HIMSELF. 
Negress Mortally Wounded While 
Standing Before the Bar in a Happy 


Valley Resort—Jealousy Thought to 
Have Been the Cause of the Tragedy. 


SAN PEDRO, Oct. 31.—{From The 
Times’ Correspondent.] In a fit of mad- 
ness. H. E. Alexander, a white union 
sailor. shot and mortally wounded Lala 
M-Knieht, his negro mistress, last 
night, and then ended his own life by 
blowing out his brains. 3 

The tragedy took place in Happy 
Valley, in the saloon kept. by L. A. 
Anderson, better known as “Butcher 
Alf,” a short time before midnight. 

Alexander was a union sailor, and 
had been ashore for several months. 
He had been living most of the time 
with the negress, who is one of the 
worst characters who ever lived in 
Happy Valley. She has been the cause 
of more than one fight, and more than 
a year ago it was because of jealousy 
of her that one man shot and killed 
another. Alexander was considered 
harmiess. He worked at times and was 
for several weeks in charge of Ander- 
son's saloon, while the latter was away 
from San Pedro. If he and, the woman 
had any serious quarrels they kept the 
matter to themselves, and but little 
attention was attracted to them. 

Several days ago the house in which 
they were living caught fire, and in ex- 
tinguighng the flames, Alexander fell 
and sprained both his wrists so badly 
that he had since been almost unabie to 
use his hands. Shortiy after ll o clock 
last night the McKnight woman was in 
“Butcher Alf's” saloon in company with 
a white woman named Stella Manard, 
and to her she expressed fear of her 
paramour. She said he had been mean 
to her, and had threatened to kill her. 
The white woman latghed, telling her 
oe Alexander would not kill any- 


While she was speaking Alexander 
entered the place and approached the 
two women, who were standing at the 
bar. Without a wofd he drew a 45- 
caliber revelver and. resting it across 
his left foredrm, fired at the negress at 
close range. The moment the shot 
rang out, “Butcher Alf’ sprang at 
Alexander to disarm him and in doing 
80 Knocked down both women. He was 
not quick enough, however, for before 
anybody could reach him, Alexander 
Placed the muzzle of, the heavy re- 
volver over his right ear and fired. The 
bullet passed through his head and he 
fell. An hour later he died. 

The shot he had fired at the negress 
struck her in the right side of the body 
and passed through the abdominal 
cavity, coming out on the left side be- 
low the lowest rib. Dr. W. A. Weldon 
was called to attend her, and he de- 
clared that her recovery was hardly 
possible. although she may live a day 
or more. 
According to “Butcher Alf’s” testi- 
mony at the Coroner's inquest, Alex- 
ander was not intoxicated at the time 
of the shooting, and he had had only 
one drink in the course of the even- 


ng.
